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CHANGE  OF  NAME 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1910,  a 
resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the  Legislature  to  change  the 
name  of  the  School  from  the  Alabama  Girls  Industrial  School  to 
the  Alabama  Girls  Technical  Institute.  The  Legislature  promptly 
passed  the  bill  and  the  Governor  approved  the  act  February  30, 
191L 

This  change  of  name  was  made  necessary  because  of  the  asso- 
ciation of  the  name  "Industrial  School"'  with  institutions  of  a  dif- 
ferent character  and  also  on  account  of  the  broader  field  the  school 
is  now  to  occupy  in  the  Educational  World.  The  industrial  train- 
ing is  not  to  be  lessened,  but  to  be  greatly  strengthened  and  ex- 
tended. New  courses  in  departments  already  established  are  to  be 
offered,  and  new  subjects  are  to  be  introduced.  The  school  is  in- 
deed the  great  Polytechnic  Institute  for  girls  and  young  women. 

The  appropriation  generously  made  by  the  Legislature  will 
enable  the  authorities  to  erect  and  equip  buildings  that  are  now  so 
sorely  needed  for  the  school  to  do  the  work  for  which  it  is  designed. 
Every  girl  in  the  State  should  try  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  here.  The  lowest  possible  rates  are  maintained  in 
order  that  those  of  very  limited  means  may  come.  Arrangements 
are  made  by  which  a  number  can  assist  themselves  in  paying  a  part 
of  their  expenses.  No  one  should  be  deterred  from  trying  to  come 
on  account  of  expense.  For  catalogue  and  other  information, 
write  to  the  President.

Below  we  give  copies  of  the  acts  in  regard  to  the  school  re- 
cently enacted  by  the  Legislature: 
House  Bill  No.  275. 

AN  ACT 
To  amend  Section  1913  of  the  Code. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama,  That  Section 
1912  of  the  Code  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  1913.  "The 


Alabama  Girls  Industrial  School"  heretofore  established  at  Monte- 
vallo,  is  a  body  corporate  under  the  corporate  name  of  "The  Ala- 
bama Girls  Technical  Institute"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
contract,  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  property,  and  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporation  established  to  carry  on  a  State  educational 
institution  of  the  highest  grade  and  rank. 
Approved  February  20,  1911. 


Senate  Bill  Ko.  190. 

Al^  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  building  and  furnishing  of  class  rooms,  labora- 
tories, student  work  shops,  gymnasium,  assembly  hall,  hospital, 
dormitory,   and  other   buildings  and  improvements    for    the 
Alabama  Girls  Technical  Institute  at  Montevallo. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama, 

1.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00)  dollars  annually, 
to  be  paid  on  the  first  days  of  October,  in  the  years  1911,  1912,  1913 
and  1914,  to  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  "The  Alabama  Girls 
Ttechnical  Institute"  in  building  and  furnishing  class  rooms,  labo- 
ratories, student  work  shops,  gymnasium,  assembly  hall,  hospital, 
dormitory  and  other  buildings  and  improvements  for  the  Alabama 
Girls  Technical  Institute. 

2.  The  whole  of  the  sums  above  appropriated  shall  be  avail- 
able till  used  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  institute  on 
the  order  of  the  President  thereof,  approved  by  the  Governor. 

3.  That  all  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  used 
exclusively  for  building  and  equipping  the  buildings  named  in  this 
act,  and  the  trustees  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  direct 
the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  constructed,  so  as  to  serve  the  best 
interests  of  the  institute. 

4.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  payable  on  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time, 
as  in  his  opinion  the  condition  of  the  treasury  may  warrant.
